DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a polypeptide, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

II. Claims 14-28, drawn to a vaccine for enveloped viruses, classified in class 424, 
subclass 204. 1. If applicant elects this group, applicant is required to elect a 
single virus listed in claim 26: SIV, Mo-MLV, influenza virus, and Ebola virus. 

III. Claim 29, drawn to method for vaccinating against HIV, classified in class 424, 
subclass 208.1. 

IV. Claims 30-32, drawn to an antibody, classified in class 530, subclass 387.1. 

V. Claims 33-35, drawn to a method of detecting an enveloped virus, classified in 
class 435, subclass 5. 

VI. Claims 36-39, drawn to a method of making an antibody, classified in class 435, 
subclass 70.21. 

VII. Claims 40-44, drawn to a method of inhibiting infectivity, classified in class 435, 
subclass 7.1. 

VIIL Claims 45-47, drawn to a method for screening drugs, classified in class 435, 
subclass 32. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II, III, VIII are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
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product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product of group I can be used in any of the three materially 
different methods in groups II, III, and Vin. In addition, the methods of groups H, HI, and VIII 
can be practiced with materially and structurally different products comprising polypeptides 
derived from different enveloped viruses. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions include products that differ in physical properties such as chemical structure, primary 
sequence, molecular weight and are novel and unobvious over each other. Further, the 
polypeptide and the antibody are separately classified and have separate fields of search. 

The different viruses in group II are patentably distinct because they are structurally 
unique and each virus has different modes of transmission, immunogenicity, and pathologies. 

Inventions IV and VI are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown:. (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
method of making an antibody can be used to make any antibody and is not limited to producing 
making the antibody in group IV. 

Inventions IV and V, VII are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
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product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the antibody in group IV can be used in materially different 
methods, such as in groups V and VII. 

Inventions II, III, VUI VI, VTI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions of use different ingredients to meet the object of the methods and each 
method requires different method steps to meet completely different goals. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
